I2K Troops to Exit Iraq in ’09 


U.S. marks September as target date for major withdrawals 


BAGHDAD I About 12,000 U.S. soldiers will 
leave Iraq by September, officials said Sunday, 
hours after a Baghdad suicide bomber killed 
about 30 people in a chilling reminder of the 
nation’s still-shaky security. 

The withdrawals, which will most likely 
come from Baghdad and Anbar province, once 
main battlefields of the war, are the first step 
in keeping with President Obama’s pledge to 
end America’s role in the war. 


That would bring U.S. troop levels to more 
than 120,000 — still a substantial force. As 
part of the drawdown, the U.S. will turn over 
74 facilities and areas under its control to 
the Iraqis by the end of March. All 4,000 
British soldiers remaining in Iraq are also 
scheduled to leave by September. 

A U.S. spokesman, Maj. Gen. David 
Perkins, said Iraq’s security has “greatly 
improved, moving from a very unstable to 


a stable position.” He said violence was at its 
lowest level since the summer of 2003. 

Sunday’s attack was the worst in Baghdad 
in months, injuring about 60 people beyond 
the dozens killed. But in a news conference 
hours later, Perkins described it as a sign 
that U.S. -led coalition forces have militants 
on the run. 

“We know that al-Qaeda, although great- 
ly reduced in capability and numbers, still 
is desperate to maintain relevance here in 
Iraq,” Perkins said, lara jakes (ap)

Stem Cell 
Limits to 
Be Lifted 

Obama to overturn 
Bush’s policies, create 
safeguards for science 

WASHINGTON I President Obama’s 
announcement Monday that he is 
overturning his predecessor’s pol- 
icies toward embryonic stem cells 
also will include a broad declara- 
tion that science — not political 
ideology — would 
guide his admin- 
istration. 

Obama 
planned to 
reverse former 
President George 
W. Bush’s limits 
on federally fund- 
ed stem cell research and direct the 
National Institutes of Health to 
put in place safeguards so science 
is protected from political inter- 
ference. The moves would fulfill a 
campaign promise. 

“We’ve got eight years of science 
to make up for,” said Dr. Curt Civin, 
whose research allowed scientists 
to isolate stem cells and who now 
serves as the founding director of 
the University of Maryland Center 
for Stem Cell Biology and Regen- 
erative Medicine. 

Bush limited taxpayer money for 
stem cell research to a small number 
of stem cell lines that were created

Gunman Kills Pastor in III. Church 


Police say Bible was 
used to deflect bullets 
during Sunday sermon 

MARYVILLE, ILL. I Apastor shot and 
killed during his Sunday sermon 
deflected the first of the gunman’s 
four rounds with a Bible, spray- 
ing a confetti of paper into the air 
during a horrifying scene that con- 
gregants initially thought was a skit, 
police said. 

The gunman strode down the 
aisle of the First Baptist Church 
shortly after 8 a.m. and briefly spoke 
with the Rev. Fred Winters before 
pulling out a .45-caliber semiau- 
tomatic pistol and shooting at the 
pastor, Illinois State Police Direc- 
tor Larry Trent said. 

“We thought it was part of a 
drama skit. ... When he shot, what 
you saw was confetti,” said con- 
gregant Linda Cunningham, whose 
husband is a minister of adult edu- 
cation at the church. “We just sat 
there waiting for what comes next, 
not realizing that he had wounded 


the pastor.” 

The weapon jammed before the 
man could fire again, Trent said. 
The attacker then pulled out a four- 
inch knife, stabbing himself and two 
men who tackled him, he said. 


Winters was pronounced dead at 
Anderson Hospital, hospital spokes- 
woman Natalie Head said. 

Authorities didn’t know wheth- 
er Winters, a married father of 
two who had led the church for 


nearly 22 years, and the gun- 
man knew each other. No one at 
the church seemed to recognize 
the 27-year-old gunman. Police 
would not release his name pend- 
ing possible charges, jim suhr (ap)

The APTA survey found ridership 
increased last year across the board. 
Ridership rose on all 14 of the nation’s 
largest subway systems (3.5 percent), 
20 of 21 commuter rail systems 
(4.7 percent), and 20 of 26 light rail 
systems (8.3 percent). Some of the big 
increases were in places not consid- 
ered huge transit cities such as South 
Florida, Dallas and Salt Lake City.

Next Top Model” wannabes poured 
into downtown Washington Satur- 
day for a chance to be plucked from 
obscurity for the first cycle of the 
popular reality TV show to give a 
chance to short women — well, 
women who are shorter than the 
average model. 

“D.C.’s off the chain,” casting 
director Michelle Mock-Falcon 
happily wrote in a text message to 
the show’s producers when she saw 
the line outside the Renaissance M 
Street Hotel, at New Hampshire Ave- 
nue and M Street NW. It wrapped 
around the block and back again, 
rivaling the turnout in New York. 

On the winning end was a 
chance to live in a house with cam- 
eras chronicling every interac- 
tion with a bunch of strangers and 
constant critiques from a panel of 
judges, and supermodel and entre- 
preneur Tyra Banks. The show airs 
on the CW network and locally on 
WDCW-TV (Channel 50). 

“It is my dream,” said Janee John- 
son, 18, a high school senior from 
Baltimore who came with her moth- 
er, Renee. “I want it really bad.” 

“Modeling is my passion,” said 
Chiquita Butler, 20, a student at 
Prince George’s Community Col- 
lege. She’s 5 feet 3 inches tall and 
said she’s glad shorter women are 


getting a chance at modeling. 

In the world of high-fashion 
modeling, Butler and Warren would, 
indeed, be considered short. Most 
models are at least 5 feet 8 inches 
tall, and more often a little taller. 
Banks, who show officials say is 


heavily involved in choosing contes- 
tants, is 5 feet 10 inches tall. That’s 
why, in the first 12 cycles of the 
show, all contestants were supposed 
to be at least 5 feet 7 inches. 

But in a world where old para- 
digms are crumbling. Banks decided

to take on the modeling height taboo.

UDC Plans to Cut Education Program 


Department may be 
diseontinued due to a 
low graduation rate 

The University of the District of 
Columbia plans to shut down its 
struggling undergraduate Depart- 
ment of Education, which, officials 
say, is out of touch with current 
thinking on how to train teach- 
ers and fails to graduate the vast 
majority of its students. 



President Allen Sessoms’ plan would 
close UDC’s Department of Education. 


Usually, only 7 or 8 percent 
of the students who enroll in the 
department have graduated from 
it within six years, according to 
UDC data. Professors said that’s 
primarily because many cannot 
pass a national standardized test 
of basic high school-level reading, 
writing and math skills. 

In the early childhood education 
major, an average of only four to six 
of the approximately 150 students 
graduate each year. 


Though the statistics include 
students who transfer to other 
majors or schools, “that’s an extraor- 
dinarily low number. ... It’s scary,” 
said UDC President Allen Ses- 
soms. 

“The students who do graduate 
are excellent. The trouble is, hardly 
anyone graduates.” 

Sessoms’ proposal has angered 
some professors and students who 
defend the major, praise the long 
history of teacher education in 
D.C. and say D.C. public schools 
need teachers who are trained here.

OK, so the answer is obvious. 

Still, asking President Obama’s 
nominee for secretary of health and 
human services whether she knows 
of this atypical board game isn’t 
as far-fetched as one would think. 
After all, her 25-year-old son, John 
Sebelius, created it. 

“I initially made it as a fun col- 
lege game my friends could play,” 
John Sebelius said by phone from 
his home in Lawrence, Kan. Soap 
started as a class assignment during 
Sebelius’ senior year at the Rhode 


Game Changer 


Island School of Design: In 2006, 
Sebelius and his fellow students 
were asked to create a board game 
from scratch. But rather than play 
it safe — after all, his mother is a 
politician — Sebelius opted to roll 
the creative dice. 

His end game? A hilarious yet 
artful romp in which five players 
vie to be the first out of jail. 

It’s Monopoly meets “Prison 
Break.” Except, in lieu of that ador- 
able thimble, participants opt for 
game pieces such as a bag of cocaine 
or an Italian mobster. And rather 
than starting at Go, this hop-scotch 
journey begins at central booking 
before traversing jail joints such 
as the infirmary and the shower 
room (which lends the game its, uh, 
unique name — if you don’t get it, 
Google it; or better, don’t). All 
inmates are bent on reaching the 
parole board in order to get sprung. 
Whoever does so first, wins. 

“It’s more for niche markets,” 
Sebelius said, “because the game 
is very blue — comedy-wise.” 

After having 3,000 copies of the 
game produced last January — the 


smallest unit Sebelius says he could 
order — he’s sold almost 1,000 to 
date through his company Gillius 
Inc. ($35, Gilliusinc.com). There 
hasn’t been a sales spike as a result 
of President Obama’s selection of 
his mother last Monday, and her 
son doesn’t expect one. Typically, a 
few copies of Don’t Drop the Soap 
are bought each week by those who 
stumble upon it through Wikipe- 
dia or by Kansans who enjoy it for 
a local laugh. “The correlation will 
always be there because she’s my 
mom, but no one’s pushing that as 
an angle. I’m definitely not.” 

While her son isn’t shilling the 


connection, the governor isn’t shirk- 
ing from it either. 

A press inquiry to the gover- 
nor’s office last February provided 
Express with Sebelius’ son’s contact 
information in the first place. 

“We both recognize she has a job 
to do, and I have a job to do,” Sebe- 
lius said. “It’s reciprocal of being 
prideful of your family and mak- 
ing sure everyone knows where 
my intentions were with the game. 
There was no ill will when the game 
was created; that’s why the support 
was there. It’s definitely reciprocat- 
ed. I don’t see her having a problem 
getting confirmed.” 



So, while the elder Sebelius 
advances her career in the politi- 
cal arena, the younger will scale 
back his involvement in the board- 
game world. Presently, he has a

wide array of creative projects in 
the works: He’s selling custom- 
designed T-shirts on his Web site, 
serving as an editorial director of 
the recently launched trend-spotter 
StyleLusts.com and is the co-cre- 
ator of the photography showcase 
site Fotoseen.com. 

With all of these ventures in 
play, Sebelius is prepared to drop 
Soap. “This will definitely be the 
last game I make,” he said. 

But what about one on the health 
care system? 

He laughed at the suggestion, 
but needn’t worry, anyway: That’s

Economic Analysis 

JOE BRUSUELAS, senior economist 
with Moody’sEconomy.com — an 
independent provider of economic 
analysis, data, and forecasting and 
credit risk management — was online 
Friday and answered questions about 
thecontinuing economic downturn. 

With the recession heating up, 
how many more major retailers 
can we expect to go out of busi- 
ness? Who would be at the top of 
the list? 

Well, I cannot name names so to 
speak. What I can tell you is that 
the decline in equity values is hav- 
ing a real impact. For every $1 
decline in equity wealth, I expect 
to see a 2-cent decline in spend- 
ing. This will disproportionately 


hit wealthier households. Since 
5 percent of the population owns 
half of all the assets in the country, 
the negative wealth effect will hit 
luxury retailers quite hard. 

Isn’t Wall Street giving Presi- 
dent Obama’s stimulus program a 
thumbs down? 

Let me say this: The market has 
not responded well to the budget 
proposal. I do think that the nega- 
tive move in the market is at least 
partially a response to the proposed 
increase in taxes and the expansive 
vision put forward by the president. 
However, the primary cause for 
recent upsets in equity markets has 
far more to do with the toxic sludge 
on the balance sheets of troubled 
financials and corporates than the 
political theater in D.C. 

Do you think GM will declare bank- 
ruptcy? Network reports I saw on 


the news said it wouldn’t necessar- 
ily be a bad thing for them do to, but 
it would be sort of a PR nightmare. 
What do you think? 

One would hope that any potential 
bankruptcy of any of the big three 
auto companies would be orderly. 
However, should any of the big three 
move into bankruptcy, it may quite 
difficult for the firm to resurface 
whole on the other side. 

How long until the stress tests are 
complete?

“I try to get my clients to have 
a place [akin] to a mail catcher or 
key catcher — a gadget catcher,” 
says Parkins. “It can be something 
as small as a basket with a power 
strip behind the table on which the 
basket sits. Or, you can invest in a 
product specifically made for the 
task of storing and charging small 
electronics: a charging valet, offered

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Chuck Borowicz 
knows switching 
career tracks may 
require training 

AS AN ELECTRONIC IMAGING major 
at Northern Michigan University, 
Chuck Borowicz, 31, dreamed of 
creating graphical interfaces for the 
Web. Nine years later, that’s what he’s 
doing — but it required an 800-mile 
move and a second degree for him. 

When the tech bubble burst 
in 2000, it wasn’t a great time for 
a fledgling techie to seek work. 
Borowicz moved back in with his 
parents and joined the Cheboygan 
Daily Tribune in Michigan, creat- 
ing ads and doing newspaper lay- 
out. “I got sidetracked,” he says. “It 
was 1 need a job, and this is what’s 
available where I am now.’” 

Though the work was interest- 
ing at first, eventually, nothing was 
large enough — the job, the paper. 


the town, his space. “I fell out of love 
toward the end,” Borowicz says, “and 
me living at home wasn’t the best 
situation for any of us.” Here are 
some lessons Borowicz has learned 
about changing career tracks. 

LESSON I: Have a specific goal, 
and stick to it. “Listen to your 
heart,” he says. “What do 
you enjoy? You can’t go 
to a job you hate every 
day.” 

In 2006, Borowicz’s 
cousin Denise Peloquin 
of Stafford, Va., heard of 
his plight and invited him to 
stay with her family until he found 
his footing. 

Realizing he had to update his 
skills for the type of job he want- 
ed, Borowicz researched Web- 
design programs and found the Art 
Institute in New York City. But the 
Big Apple was too expensive. 

But the Art Institute had a 
Rosslyn branch. The distance from 


Peloquin’s home to Rosslyn was 
doable. After crunching some num- 
bers, Borowicz moved east. 

LESSON 2: “If you need new train- 
ing, do it.” For a tech job, “I needed 
it or I’d be laughed out of anywhere 
I applied,” Borowicz says. 

In early 2007, he start- 
ed the Art Institute of 
Washington’s associ- 
ate’s degree in Web 
design and interactive 
media (703-358-9550; 
Artinstitutes.edu). The 
six-quarter program — 
which covers topics including CSS, 
JavaScript, Dreamweaver, Photoshop, 
Flash and InDesign — costs $1,700 
per class. The associate’s degree con- 
sists of 24 classes; a newer, part-time 
diploma program — aimed at career 
changers with a college degree — is 
made up of 12. 

LESSON 3: Stash your cash. “I’m 
glad I had enough saved to change 


course,” Borowicz says. But even a 
part-time job as AIW’s resident 
graphic artist didn’t allow for an 
apartment; Borowicz stayed with 
Peloquin for 1 1/2 years. 

“You learn how to incorporate all 
kinds of technology into the Web, not 
just to build sites,” says department 
chair Dana Wortman. Graduates 
who have just the associate’s degree 
or a diploma can expect starting 
salaries of $35,000 to $50,000, she 
says; with a bachelor’s, too, you can 
start at $45,000 to $60,000. 

The AI W program takes all ages 
from high school up. Borowicz saw 
some younger students “who goofed 
around, didn’t do the homework.” 
But he had chosen an accelerated 
program for a reason — to learn so 
he could earn. 

LESSON 4: “Surround yourself with 
smart, educated people, and learn 
from them.” 

AIW’s career-services office 
helped him snag a fall 2007 intern- 


ship at the National Air and Space 
Museum. He worked with its Web 
team to sell a book commemorat- 
ing the Sputnik satellite by incor- 
porating excerpts, photos, and pro- 
motional material.

LESSON 5: Do more than study at 
school. “It’s important to have real job 
experience for a real client” to beat 
the competition later, he says. 

All this paid off when Borowicz 
graduated summa cum laude in June 
2008. The next month, he moved 
to Alexandria and took part-time 
work in his field at a music distribu- 
tion company while interviewing for 
a full-time job. Unexpectedly, that 
took time: He went on so many inter- 
views that he started to wonder what 
was wrong. “I learned to sell myself,” 
Borowicz says. “You have to be your- 
self, or they’ll see through you.” 

LESSONS: “Have faith in yourself 
and your capabilities,” even if months 
go by. “I’d left everything behind, and 
I wasn’t going to go back.” 

In September, Borowicz started 
at EFX Media in Arlington, creating 
Web sites with Flash. “I design and 
code high-end Web-based market- 
ing and communications solutions,” 
he says. The company’s clients can 
get both video content and a plat- 
form to host it on. 

As an interactive designer, 
Borowicz says, “I feel I get to play 
every day.” The work takes both 
creative and analytical thought as 
he makes sure his designs function 
from every angle. 

These days, his hours are many, 
but now that school is over, the 
Midwesterner finds time to enjoy 
Washington, including its monu- 
ments and the Mall. “We don’t have 
these things back home,” he says. 
“And it’s free! This is amazing!” 

The final, ongoing lesson: 
Maintain your skills. “When you 
do what you want to be doing, you’ll 
want to keep up. You’ll like to. If 
you don’t, you might want to reas- 
sess where you’re at, career-wise.” 
And perhaps start all over again.

A New Take 
On Coaching 


Some folks hire 
a professional 
adviser; others 
just become one 

WITH THE ECONOMY in flux, many 
workers are reconsidering their 
career paths. Indeed, most of the six 
women who attended Sandy 
Brody’s “So, You Want to 
be a Coach?” class in 
February want to make 
themselves more mar- 
ketable. 

“People come ask me 
for advice all the time; not 
just legal, just everything,” says 
one attendee, attorney Leslie Brown. 
“So, I was, like, ‘Wait a second. 
Maybe this is a sign.’” 

Unlike sports coaching, in which 
a leader tells players what to do, a 
professional coach prompts people 
to discover their own game plan, 
says Brody, who has taught the class 
eight times. 

“This is really asking the right 
questions and eliciting the answers 
from the client,” she says. 

The basics 

The four-hour, two-night “So, You 
Want to be a Coach?” course is an 


introduction to life, executive, and 
career coaching. 

Brody, who began coaching 
training in 2002, urges potential 
coaches to remember the clients 
are the experts. “The client knows 
[their goals], but ... they can’t see 
it,” she says. Coaches ask questions 
that force people to face their fears 
and take off their blinders. 

What you1l learn 

Brody asks class members 
to coach one another in 
mock sessions. Students 
also learn various routes 
to coaching — such as 
earning a certificate or a 
degree from a university. 
“There are a variety of ways to get 
these skills,” says Brody, who has a 
master’s in adult learning and certifi- 
cation from the Coaches Institute. 

What's the deal? 

“So, You Want to be a Coach?” is 
offered through Arlington Adult 
Education. The class costs $50 for 
Arlington residents and $65 for non- 
residents. The next course will be 
held in May.

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Roll With the Punches 



How the owner of 
Big Wheel Bikes 
stores plans to 
ride out the crash 

MOST YEARS AROUND this time I visit 
Big Wheel Bikes in Bethesda and fork 
over about $80 to get my 10 -speed 
tuned up so I am ready for the sum- 
mer. It’s up there with my other costly 
spring rituals such as paying someone 
to put up the awnings, removing the 
storm windows, buying the mulch, 
checking the air conditioning, gar- 
den stuff, etc. 

I called Big Wheels’ owner, Mike 
Sendar, who is a part-time tax attor- 
ney, a sports junkie and a sometime 
blogger (Sportsbard.com). 

I asked him how the bicycle busi- 
ness is doing. 

“My 2008 was level with 2007 
until the second half of October, 
November and December, which 
were dramatically down from the 
year before,” Sendar said. 

How far down? About 20 per- 
cent. 

Is he making money? 

“I always make money,” said 
Sendar, who is 62 and started sell- 
ing bikes in 1971, which was the 
dawn of a miserable decade for the 
economy. “I wouldn’t be in business 
if I didn’t make money.” 

Aside from Bethesda, Sendar ’s 
other stores are in Georgetown 
on 33rd Street NW, just a few 
yards from the C&O Canal; in 


a commercial “power center” 
in Arlington; and in Old Town 
Alexandria, half a block off the 
Potomac River. 

The Arlington store is his 
anchor; at 4,400 square feet, it’s 
three times the size of the others. 
Mike estimates he sells about 2,000 
new bikes a year. 

Weather is everything. Stores 
are empty when it rains and full 
on the sunny weekends. Sendar 
keeps stores open seven days a 
week through spring, summer and 


fall. May is his best month, with 
sales five times that of November, 
January and February. 

Big Wheel Bikes grosses 
between $2.5 and $3 million annu- 
ally and earns Sendar a comfort- 
able six-figure income. He leaves 
a bunch of cash in the business 
each year so he doesn’t have to 
borrow. Bike sales — everything 
from kiddie three-wheelers to 
sophisticated racers — are 55 per- 
cent of revenues. Accessories such 
locks, racks, helmets and gloves are 


another 20 percent. Repairs are 
another 20 percent, and rentals 
make up the rest. 

Rentals are especially hot at the 
Georgetown store, which benefits 
from tourists, and university stu- 
dents and their families. Rentals 
have nice margins because Big 
Wheel can charge up to $50 a day 
for the bikes, which means they pay 
for themselves quickly. 

His expenses, aside from the 
cost of goods such as buying 
new bikes, are rent and payroll. 


Like most retailers, he is at the 
mercy of his landlords. He owns 
the Georgetown store outright, 
but he must negotiate leases for 
the rest. 

He has 10 full-time employees 
and adds 10 part-time worker dur- 
ing the warm months. He doesn’t 
have a health plan, but some key 
employees have a portion of their 
health insurance reimbursed. Sendar

used to spend $40,000 a year on 
advertising, but the Internet does 
his work for him now, so he doesn’t 
spend a cent. 

Sendar isn’t sure exactly what 
the recession will mean for his busi- 
ness. This winter has been unusu- 
ally slow, but then winter sales are 
hardly the best barometer for an 
enterprise like his. 

“If business continues to be 
down, I might be a losing opera- 
tion,” he said. So, he is cutting back 
on expenses wherever he can to pre- 
serve his profit. 

He is not filling some usual 
retail slots and is working at the 
Arlington store one day a week. 
Some stores are staffed by a single 
person. He is concentrating the 
bike repair work into a few days 
a week, so he doesn’t have to have 
mechanics (who earn $10 an hour 
and up) on duty all the time. In 
other words, you can drop off your

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bike and it will be ready the next 
day instead of the same day. 

Sendar was also more conserva- 
tive about ordering new bikes last 
fall. “I saw the signs, so I wasn’t as 
speculative as I might have been,” 
he said. “With respect to a couple 
of high-end lines of bikes, where I 
might have made a preseason order 
of $30,000 or $40,000, 1 did not 
do SO last fall.” 

In 2002, he expanded into high- 
end road and triathlon bikes, but 
these days people are less likely to 
spend the $3,500 on those bikes. 
Given the downturn, he is going 
back to what he calls his “bread 
and butter” customers, the recre- 
ational cyclists who buy bikes priced 
between $300 to $1,000. 

“Those prices might be less sen- 
sitive to the economy,” he said. 

Besides, he would rather stock 
200 bikes at $500 apiece than 50 
bikes at $2,000 each. Lower-priced 
bikes are easier to move and keep 
cash coming in. 

He also has no bank debt. So, 
last fall, he set aside more cash than 
usual SO he would have enough to 
weather the downturn in 2009. 
“I’m anticipating things won’t 
pick up. I have to be prepared for 
long stretches of doing little or no 
business.” 

Mid-March is usually the kick- 
off to the bike season, so Sendar is 
going to watch the numbers care- 
fully. 

“If I’m getting a 20 percent 
decline from last year. I’m in real 
trouble,” he said. 


The key to making money in the 
bike business, like any retailer, is 
to get good deals from suppliers so 
you can get big margins on the store 
sales. The normal bicycle markup 
between wholesale and retail is 
40 percent, but Sendar looks for 
situations where suppliers have 
more bikes of a model than they 
need. 

Case in point: The Fuji Roubaix 
Pro Road bike has a manufacturer’s 
suggested retail price of $1,499. 
Most bike stores would buy it for 
$750. Sendar bought 20 of them for 
$600 each and sold them at $1,199, 
which is a 50 percent margin. 

He also keeps it simple. 

He overexpanded to six stores in 
the late-1980s, including a store in 
Oakton, Va., and one on Vermont 
Avenue in the District. The expan- 
sion necessitated a Rockville ware- 
house, a general manager and over- 
head expenses, which Sendar hates. 
Sendar shut down the two stores, 
abandoned the warehouse and lost 
the general manager. 

He got into the bike business 
by accident. He was a tax attorney 
at the Internal Revenue Service. A 
friend who ran an art gallery at what 
is now the Georgetown Big Wheel 
was moving the gallery, and Sendar 
suggested they replace it with a bike 
shop. He put up around $6,000 of his 
own money and borrowed another 
$4,000 from two friends. With some 
of that money, he launched his bike 
rental business. 

He marched to Toys “R” Us and 
bought 15 Raleigh English Hercules 
3-speeds for $42.99 apiece.

When did you first get into driving? 

When I moved here, all I knew about 


driving is that you have pedals and 
you stomp on them. I saw an ad for 
an ’82 Porsche 911 somewhere [in 
the suburbs]. The owner opens up 
the garage and there’s this gleam- 
ing, evil 911. 1 thought, “What did I 
get myself into?” I didn’t know how 
to drive a stick. How I drove back to 
Dupont Circle is a total blank. 

How did you go from a beginner to 
an instructor? 

I said to myself, “You’ve got to take 
the bull by the horns.” My friend 
told me about the Porsche Club of 
America, Potomac region.

130 mph. But that is over fast, and 
starting a company is excruciating- 
ly slow. I have so many visions and 
plans for the company that I want to 
implement now, but I am very impa- 
tient and yet a perfectionist, both 
personality traits that are mutual- 
ly exclusive that tend to annihilate 
one another. I have no partners to 
argue with — thank God, since I 
am a control freak. One foresee- 
able problem is if my potential cli- 
ents would want a woman yakking 
to them about such a “guy” thing as 
driving. I know more about driving 
than just about anyone. Men are 
intrigued by it and, yet, at the same 
time, their egos can’t take it! 

Explain what “counterterrorism 
driving” is. 

It’s how to use your car as a tool for 
getting away from the bad guys. Say 
you’re a diplomat from Lebanon, 
and you come across a barricade: 
What would you do? 

What kind of instructing do you do 
with teenagers? 

We put the kids through really brutal 
[training] — cones, slaloms, braking 
and skid pad drills. At the end of the 
day, the kids said driving should be 
taught by physics teachers.

Another instructor once told me 
that I don’t look like a counterter- 
rorism instructor, maybe because 
I don’t have cauliflower ears.

One time, I picked up my assigned 
students and [these guys] had gold 
chains on. I thought, “This is going 


to be fun. I’m going to bake them.” I 
started checking out their cars, and 
the guy comes up and goes, “Can I 
help you, honey?” I said “Sure, I’m 
your instructor. Let’s get in the car.” 
Later, he said, “I’ve learned more 
from you than my 30 years of driv- 
ing.”
